The physicians say that half of those in- 
jured will die. All are more or less burned. 
It was almost a red-hot fugnace where they 
feil into, and it seems remarkable thata sin- 
gie man who went down came out alive. The 
fall itself, sixty feet, was enough to kill ali 
those who were on the roof of the ili-fated 


building. 


The injured are receiving all the attention 
possible ‘at the various city hospitals, more 
than half a hundred physicians having 
volunteered their services. There are many 
anxious minds yet in the city, and will be 
until all the débris has been torn 
away. Hundreds of people are running 
frautically.about inquiring about relatives 
that have not been seen since the catastro- 
phe. They fear that dear ores are buried 
beneath the great pile of brick and mortar in 
the rear of the wrecked biock, and their 
worst fears may yet be realized. 

There were some miraculous escapes. 
Thomas Dillon, Superintendent of the Brush 
Electric company, was on top of the north 
wall when it began to give way. By a der- 
culean effort he sprang from the falling wall 
and landed on & solid roof adjoining. 

The calamity is by far the greatest that 
has ever befallen any fire department in the 
West. The unfortunate men, too, are the 
oldest and best men in the department, some 
of them having been in the service for twen-

THE CHIEF CRITICISED. 

Fire Chief Daugherty is being very severe- 
ly criticised for ordermg the firemen on to 
the building when it wasin such an unsafe 
condition. Five minutes before the crash 
came the firemen were warned by citizens to 
leave the building, but the warning was un- 
heeded. 

Two hundred willing hands under the 
bright glare of temporary electric lightg are 
tearing away the débris tonight. How many 
bodies may be unearthed before morning no 
one dares to guess. At 10:30 o’clock the head 
of one man and the foot of another were 
uncovered. The man whose head was un- 
covered is still alive, butis unable to talk 
and could not be identitied. His companion, 
who rests head downward, is dead. He is 
thought to be a fireman. 

It will take fully twenty-four hours to re- 
move all the débris. and until that is done 
there is no estimating how many lost their 
lives. The firemen who escaped think it is 
possible that there may be several bodies in 
the cellar, as a few minutes before the crash 
came several men were in the rear lower 
floor room of the building attempting to get 
out some of the firm’s books that had not 
been burned. 

‘The Bowen Merrill company carried a 
stock valued at $125,000, on which there was 
an insurance of $70,000, The building was 

ned by Silas T. Bowen, and the loss on 
that will be $30,000. H. P. Wasson, dry 
goods, suffered a loss of $10,000 by smoke and 
water, and Byram & Sullivan, dry goods, 
haif that amount. Several smaller stocks 
are badly damaged. 

Bowen & Merrill have secured a new loca- 
tion and will reopen for business in a few 
days. Col. Sam Merrill of the firm is the 
newly-appointed Consul-General at Calcutta, 
and was to nave left for his post tomorrow.

| MUST FENCE THE TRACKS, 


CONDITIONS UNDER WHICH RAL- 
ROADS MAY RUN FAST TRAINS. 


They Will Be Required to Protect the Pub- 
lic, Not Only at Crossings bat Along 


Their Entire Rights of Way—Obiiged to 
Enter Into an Agreement—Heavy Pen- 
sities Provided for Violations of the 


Ordinance—The Burlington's Proposal |

,, Ald. Dixon and Cullerton led opposing 
orces-in the Council last evening. Dixon 
favored the passage without amendment of 
the railroad rate of speed ordimance as ro- 
ported by Ald. Gorton’s committee, Ald. 
tg no are it unless it should be 
naed so as to more thoroughly safeguard 
the city’s interests and make it more binding 
on the railroad corporations. The subject 
came up asa special order at 8o0’clock. When 
the sixth section wag reached Cullerton,: 
who had hitherto given no sign of opposition, 
quickly presented the following substitute 
for that portion of the ordinance: 

Sec. 6. No railroad company shail be author- 
ized or permitted to avail itself of the provis- 
ions of this ordinance relating to rates of speed 
for Operating trains, engines, and cars until it 
shall have previously provided all the safety ap- 
pliances required acco to Sec. 3 of this or- 
dinance, and shall have filed with the City Clerk 
its written acceptance of and agreement to com- 
ply with all the other provisions and require- 
ments in this ordinance contained; but as to all 
railroad companies which shall not so file such 
written acceptance and agreement the rates of 
speed provided for by Sec. 1,830 of the Municipal 
Code of Chicago shall be and remain in force. 

This differs materially from the original 
secnon, Which would permit the railroad 
companies to run their trains at the rate of 
twenty, twenty-five, and thirty miles an 
hour as the case might be in the various sec- 
tions without putting up gate-guards. | 
i SUSPECTS THE RAILROADS. 

Ald. Cullerton in supporting the substitute 


said the agitation in favor of the ordinance 


was of purely railroad creation. There was 
no reason who the trains should be run slower 
now than they were a month ago. No one 
had attempted to enforce the ten-mile ordi- 
nance, or the six-mile ordinance in relation 
to freight trains. The companies were run- 
ning trains slowly in order to coerce the Coun- 
cil If they really mean that tney 
are. in earnest in their desire to 
protect life and property while funning 
fast let them put in the protections 
required by the third section of the 
ordinancé. Cullerton was loudly appiauded. 
So were Madden and Whelan, who supported 
him in vrief speeches. 

Whelan said that contracting firms in this 
city would agree to put in the protections in 
twenty days. The railroad companies could 
not shirk on that score. : 

Ald. Dixon in reply said that the railroad 
companies meant to act in good faith; that to 
delay the running of trains meant loss of 
time to people living a distance from the 
center of the city. The suburbanites who 
constituted the Council lobby applauded 
Dixon, but when the motion to adopt the 
substitute was put it was carried by an al- 
most unanimous vote. Then it was the turn 
of thé gallery to applaud. 

But the amendments and substitutes were 
not exhausted. Ald. Weber prasented the 
following, which he moved should be made 
the seventh section of the ordinance:

HIS DEATH AND FUNERAL. 

Although Mr. Scammon was well ad- 
vanced in years—having been born in 1812— 
his death was not expected to follow the 
attack of bronchitis six weeks ago, but his 
old stomach trouble began anew and he was 
not strong enough to resist it. At 6 o’clock 
yesterday morning he passed away peace- 
fully. He leaves a widow and two daughters 
—Mrs. Florence Keed ana Miss Ariana 
Scammon. 

The funeral will be held Thursday morn- 
ing at 11:30 o’clock at the house. The-train 
will leave the IIlinois Central depot at 10:30, 
arriving at South Park half an hour later. 
The services, it is expected, will be con- 
ducted by the Rey. Frank Sewell of Wash- 
ington, Mr. Scammon’s old-time friend, as- 
sisted by the Rev. L. F. Mercer of the New 
Tempie. His remains will be laid in Oak- 
woods beside those of Charles Scammon, 
his only son, who died in 1876.

Mr. Scammon is the fourth man

Edward Olson, who was graduated from the 
university and “gg there until it was 
closed, perished in the newspaper office fire 
at Minneapolis. A month ago Prof. Howes, 
another instructor, died in this city, and not 
long afterward Prof. Alonzo J. Howe, who 
had occupied the chair of mathematics for a 
score of years, followed him, 

When all but a few feet of the tower had 
been removed and the corner-stone nearly 
laid bare Mr. Scammon, who did perhaps as 
much as any one man for the university, 
passes away. It was perhaps a proud 
day for Mr. Scammon when that corner- 
stone was laid, and as the structure 
rose it was Mr. Scammon’s money in large 
part that paid the cost. From its founding 
until the unversity was no more Mr. Scam- 
mon was a member of the Board of Trustees, 
and for many years was its Vice-President 
ana Acting President. It is said he received 
the only degree of LL. D. ever conferred by 
the university. After the university had 
gone down, like bis own estate, under a great

THE DATE OF THE FAIR. 
The New York Sun, in con 
to the mean and malignant course of most 
of the other Now York papers, handsomely 
comes forward to the support of Chicago in 


the mafter of the time for holding te Fair. 
It says: | 0 

We 1 the proposition rted 
from Washington, asa part of the World's Fair 
bill for Chicago, that the Fair must be held sure 
enough in the year 1892. There is no sense in it. 
If we had got the Fair in New York it would 
have been o ceremoniously, of course, the 
18th of October. anniversary of the day when 
Columbus first steppea upon American soll; Dut 
that would be entirely too late in the season to 
ca on the Fair, and the real inauguration 
— not have taken place until May, 1893, long 
after tne Presidential canvass had got out of the 
way, 80 that its political excitements would not 
interfere with the success of the undertak 
This is what NewYork wouldhaveciaimed and 
insisted on, and we claim it and insist upon it for 
Chicago. Give the great Western metropolis 4 
fair shake. Let her have the broadest opportun- 
ity ande most liberal margin to get up the 
Fair and invite the nations to it. Nobody need 
imagine that such an Exposition can be organ- 
ized ana opened in May. 1892. Some sort of a thing 
may undoubtedly be got ready by that time; but 
not such a Fair as the occasion uires and the 
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country will demand. This bill should be 
amen and we appeal to the Representatives 
of New York to deal liberally and magnanimous- 
ly with Chicago. 


This generous and friendly recognition of | 
Chicago and the position she has taken in 
the matter of the Fair is in sharp contrast 
with the snarling and yelping of those dogs 
in the manger, the New York Herald, World, 
Times, and. Mail and Rzpress, whose howls are 
imitated by the St. Paul Pioner-Press, the 
Troy (N. T.) Times, and the Cincinnati 
Times-Star. What is it these malcontents 
want? This point must be kept clearly be- 
fore the public. They one and all, for the 
malicious purpose of making the Fair a fail- 
ure, insist that 11 shall be opened in April, 
1892, nearly six months before e anniversary 
of the discovery which it is intended to com- 
memorate! The bill provided, before it was 
changed yesterday, that the Fair shall be in- 
augurated in 1802, and Chicago proposes to 
inaugurate it on the 18th of October, which 
is the anniversary of the discovery. Is there 
a more fitting time? But the New York. 
members want to have it opened in April, 
1892, though in April, 1492, nobody in Spain 
had even promised ee help to 
carry oyt the adventurous pur of sail- 
ing west until he reached the East Indies. 
Is it not absurd on their own statements to 
open a Fair in April to commemorate an 
event in the following October! These New 
York gentlemen have never once met the 
point that it would be absurd to open the 
Fair five or six months before the anniver- 
sary of the event it is intended to commem- 
orate and close it about when the anniver- 
sary occurred. f 

What event would a Fair opened in April 
of 1892 commemorate? The discovery of 
America? Certainly not. America was not 
discovered in April, 1492. : 

Suppose these April celebrators could have 
their way and that the Fair should beopened 
in April, 1892, ana Dr. Depew, Majah Jones, 
Col. Shepard, Messrs. Belden and Flower, 
and the editérs of the St. Paul Press, Troy 
Times, and Cincinnati Star should come here 
primed with speeches to glorify the opening 
of the Exposition what would they talk 
about? Could any one of them, even Maj 
Jones with all his brazen ignorance, or Dr. 
Depew with all his exuberant imagination, 
or Col. Shepard with his Scripture texts, 
‘gay that America had been discovered by 
Columbus 400 years before the date on which 
they were talking? Suppose some hard- 
headed person in the Auditorium should call 
out and ask one of these orators what he was 
talking about, and he should answer about 
the discovery of America; suppose his inter- 
rogator should ask him what America 
was discovered in April, 1492, what would he 
reply It would simply knock the wind out 
of him and he would have to apologize and 
explain to his audience why the celebration 
of the event was not postponed six months, 
untii the anniversary of the date when it 
happened. He would have to explain that 
the time had been fixed half a year ahead to 
embarrass Chicago and make a failure if 
possible of the Fair. 

The bill now calls for the inauguration of 
the Fair April 80, 1892. The real date of the 
discovery, or rather the first sight of land 
(for the discovery of the continent was not 
perfected until Columbus’ second visit), was 
Oct. 13, 1492. How can they, therefore, ask 
Chicago to open the Fair before Oct. 13, 1892? 
It would be child’s play, if not fool’s play, to 
celebrate nothing. The Fair cannot be opened 
With any sense of propriety or with any re- 
lation to the events until Oct. 13, 1892, and 
we cannot talk of the knowledge of the world 
of the Americas discovery until Maron of 
1898. It should be inaugurated on the day 
on which Columbus had the first sight of 
American land and go througn the next 
twelve months, and on that basis it can be 
made a great success. The New York Sun 
completely gives away these snariing New- 
Yorkers when it says that if New York had 
got te Fair it was the intention to inaugurate it 
Oct. 13, 1892, and really open it in May, 1893, and 
that is just what New York would do now 
were Chicago to step aside, because 
ecouldn’t do anything else. 0

PUMP MORE WATER INTO THE CANAL. 

It is necessary, for two reasons, that the 
city should increase largely at once the quan- 
taty of water going into the canal and the 
Desplaines. The first is to preserve the 
lake drinking water from pollution. At the 
time when the Bridgeport pumps were set to 
work again, two weeks ago, the quality of 
the drinking water was worse than it had 
been for years, as the sewage in the river 
had begun to reach the water intake. 
It has of late decidedly improved. The pump- 
ing of even the small quantity of 37,000 cubic 
feet a minute has bettered matters both at 
Joliet and in the Chicago River. But the 
pumps, the abortive purchase of Oregier, are 
suction ones. There is no telling how soou 
one or more of them will be out of order, like 
all valve pumps discharging sewage, and 
the lessened dilution which will follow will 
cause dissatisfaction in the valley and dis- 
ease in Chicago. se 

In the next place the dilution must be 
greatly increased for the purpose of proving 
to the people in the valley that an ampie 
quantity of water will cure the evils of 
which they complain. When the people of 
Joliet onward see that witn a dilution of even 
80,000 cubic feet they are getting water 


which so far as nose and eyes can tell is no 


longer offensive they will cease the denun- 
ciations which some of the more extravagant 
of them have been indulging in. Ex-Mayor 
Paige may be cured of his hostility and even 
Mr. Sandford may be reconciled. If those 
two implacables are not everybody else will 


be. i : 

Therefore there should be procured at 
once new and good pumps which will enable 
the city to throw 80,000 cubic feet into the 
canal; and after that 40,000 more over the 
Ogden Dam into the Desplaines. That is 
State Board of Health insists must 
de d and if it were done it would quiet 
and satisfy the valley until the great canal 
can be cut. The Council must attend to this 
matter or the first thing they know the city 
will be in troubie about its drink water. 

But what is the shiftiess, inert Mayor, 
what are the Aldermen doing at this critical 
moment The Finance Committee is work- 
ing on the estimates. If it has made any 
provision for the vitally-necessary new 
pumps the fact. has not leaked out. The 
Mayor is not known to have urged action, for 
he is too busy attending to everlasting office- 
beggars.” The Aldermen seem not to have 
discussed the matter, perhaps because it 
does not appear to them to have much bear- 
ing on their chances at the approaching eleo- 
tion. It is necessary, however, to take ac- 
tion before the Ist of April. If it is delayed 
‘beyond that ume the State Board may de- 
clare the sewage going down the canal a 
nuisance and stop it, and an epidemic may 
visit the city. The dwellers in the valley, 
seeing Chicago still unmindful of the orders 
of the State given in the resolution of 1881, 
will make trouble in the next Legisiature, if 
not before then. : | | 
It 1s true that the city 1s not flush with 
funds, but for such a purpose it would be 
wise to cut off a little here and a little there, 
till the necessary sum had been made up to 
buy and start the additaonal pumps. | 

The people will put up to a certain point 
with imbecility in the Mayor’s chair and in- 
action in the Council chamber; but when 
that point has been overstepped, when they 
see their lives threatened by this stolid neg- 
lect of duty on the part of the legislative and 
executive branches of their local leglsiature, 
they will take things into their own hands 
ana make it hot for their unfaithful servants. 

Tne Council and the Mayor have from new 
till the end of tae month to attend to this 
matter of protecting the drinking water of 
this city. Wil they drop their wrangling 
and their office-brokerage and look after it?

THE MALIGNITY OF NEW YORK. 

Tne Chicago members of the Special Com- 
mittee on the World's Fair made a mistake 
when they refrained yesterday from voting 
to fill the blank left in tne bill for the date of 
the Fair. They ought to have known by this 
time that they had nothing to expect from 
Messrs. Hatch of Missouri and Beiden and 
Fiower of New York, and tnerefore should 
have taken care of their own interests by 
every means in their power. They allowed 
tho bitterést enemies of Unicago to insert in 
the bill a provision requiring that the Fair 
open April 30, 1892, and close Oct. 20 of the 
same year. This isa blow at the Fair itself 
and at the foreien exhibiters which might 
have been parried had the Chicagoans been a 
little less diffident. Modesty is wasted on 
New-Yorkers and St. Louisans. : ' 

As the bill stands, it makes of the Fair a 
grossanachronism. it requires it to be open 
for six months—five months and thirteen 
days of which are to be devoted to the cele- 
bration of an event which at the correspond- 
ing date in 1492 had not taken place! while the 
remaining seven days, nearly all.the 
visitors have gone, are to be given up to the 
glorification of the discovery of the Island of 
San Salvador. A more meaningless, pur- 
poseless, absurd performance could not well 
be dreamed of than such a Fair would be. 

The enemies of Chicago who devised this 
did not do so from folly or ignorance, but out 
of the malice of disappointed nopes. The 
Cities whence they come had sought to get 
. the Fair and had failed. Therefore these 
Congressmen are now trying to break down 
the Fair altogether. They want to make it 
ridiculous and ineffectual. They wish to 
make ft an anachronism which the world 
will laugh at by celebrating for five and a 
half months an event which had not hap- 
pened at the corresponding period 400 years 
previous, anda failure which will mortify 
Chicago, The preamble of the bill provided 
the Fair should be inaugurated in 1892 and 
continue as. long thereafter as was deemed 
advisable. These enemies have so fixed it 
that foreign exhibiters if they wish to be 
represented will have to hurry so much that 
they will be unable to do themselves justice. 
It will diminish tne representation from 
abroad a half. If the Fair i to open April 
80, 1892, the city will be so hampered that it 
“will be impossible for it to satisfy the expec- 
tatzons of the Nation or the world. It has 
other matters to attend to in connection with 
the Fair besides the erection of build- 
mgs. it will be able to attend thoroughly to 
none of them. 8

DEMISE OF MR. SCAMMON. 

In the déath of Jonathan Young Scammon 
Cnicago has lost one of its earliest setclers 
and a man who was probably second to none 
In prominent identitication with every move 
ment in its growth up to the time of the 
great fire. He came here in September, 1835, 
nearly fifty-five years ago, when the future 
great city had only a township organization 
and boasted a population of less than 4,000 
souls. As the tirst disciple of Swedenborg 
to settie at the head of Lake Michigan he 
founded in his own room the nucleus of the 
first church of the New Jerusalem a few 
days after his arrival, As a lawyer he soo 
took high rank, and his reporte of cases in 
the Supreme Courtare yet standard refer- 
ence by the fraternity. He aided greatly in 
the construction of our earliest built lines of 
railroad. As an educawonalistj he took 
a front place in the work of building 
up our public school-system, and the second 
school structure was named after him, while. 
the first (the Dearborn, long since de- 
molished) bore that of nis first wife. He 
was for many years a trustee of the now de- 
funct University of Chicago, and paid out of 
his own pocket the $30,000 expended in build- 
ing the astronomical observatory attached 
to that institution, besides furnishing tne 
salary of the director till the panio of 1878 
forced him to discontinue the contribution. 
Hence he was, with a short interregaum, 
President of the Astronomical Society of this 
city from its first formation to the time of 
his death. As President of the old Marine 
Bank and three other kindred institutions 
he formed a prominent figure in the 
financial history of the city, and 
his discussions with Long John “ about 
the payment of certain moneys belong 
ing to the school fund are yet green in the 
memories of our older citizens. He will also 
be long remembered as the man who did 
most to establish and foster the practice of 
medicine according to the teachings of 
Hahnemann, in which he was a firm be- 
liever. His connection with the Historical 
Society ana the Academy of Sciences was 


interest in the movement to form our pres- 
ent park and boulevard system, and espe- 
cially in procuring a four hundred feet 
wide connection between the two parks 
of the South Division. He was the 
President of a leading home insurance com- 
pany which collapsed because of losses in the 
great fire, resuscitated one of the news- 
papers of this city after that calamity, and 
vainly tried to establish a new business 
center around tne site of the present Audi- 
torium Building. A millionaire before 
that turning point in the history 
of the city, and at a time when 
the number of such could be counted on the 
fingers of one hand, he became financially 


second fire of July, 1874, which swept across 
the property he had so recently rebuilt. 
Since then he had been principally heard of 
by the world outside asa litigant for the re- 
covery of certain money from the insurance 
company, and recently the Supreme Court of 
the United States decided tne case in his 
vor, restoring him to a position of compara- 
tive independence though not of affluence. 
Tne Chicago of since the fire of nearly twen- 
ty years ago has lost sight of the man who 
for more than thirty years previously had 
deen prominent in the estimation of the peo- 
ple not only as a leading citizen but as one 
who stood alone in his readiness to help with 
a liberal hand every enterprise which prom- 
ised to benefit the city of his adoption. i 


CATTLEMEN IN THE CHEROKEE OUTLET. 
The report of Secretary Teller of tne In- 
terior Department for 1883 explains how the 
cattle syndicates were able to get possession 
of the unoccupied lands in the Indian Ter- 
ritory from which settlers have been so iong 
excluded. After stating that “ certain par- 
ties” had applied to him to ratify and ap- 
prove leases which they had procured from 
the Indians for the use of grazing land at 
two cents per acre per annum, Secretary 

Teller said: ? : 

“I did not find authority for the making of 
“such leases or agreements by the Indians 
“or the department, ana I therefore de- 
“clined to approve them.“ 

From this it would seem that the Interior 
Department at that time thought it as illegal 
tor cattle barons as for settlers to occupy 
any portion of the Cherokee outiet. An- 
swering an inquiry from Congress as to what 
policy the department intended to fallow in 
using the unoccupied lands in the Indian 
Territory, the Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs said it was intended “to appropriate 
such unoccupied lands for the use of any In- 
dians where their removal to the Indian 
Territory is not prohibited by existing treaty 
stipulations or laws.“ Yet the “certain 
parties” who called on Secretary Teller suc- 
ceeded in getting from him a virtual ap- 
proval of the agreements made between the 
Indians and the cattie syndicates, nothwith- | 
standing the fact that he regarded such 
leases as Unwarranted, and the department 
bad declared its purpose of keeping the land 
for the sole use of such friendly Indians and 
freedmen as it might see fit to locate thereon. 
The Secretary’s report thus explains how 
the ruling in the interest of the cattlemen 
was reached: : 

I informed the parties that I saw no objection 
to allowing the Indians to grant permission to 
graze Cattle on their reservation at fair and rea- 
sonable terms; that the authority to go occupy 
must be given hy the tribe and not an individual 
member, and the whole tribe must participate in 
the benefits thereof; that the department would | 
not feel called on to remove the occupants under 
such leases or agreements, provided the Indians 
made no complaint and the department was sat- 
isfied that the Indians were properly treated. 

The Secretary also notified the cattlemen 
that they would be held to strict obedience to 
the law forbiading the taking of liquor into 
the Indian country and also deciared that 
**the department would, when it appeared to 
be desirable for the public interest to do so, 
exercise its right of qupervision to the extent 


to such leases or agreements and on such 
notice as might be right and proper.” Get- 
ting into the Cherokee outiet in this way, the 
cattlemen have been able to hold the. country 
ever since and have “inspired” the Indians 
to block and defeat the attempts of the Gov- 
ernment to open the land to white settle- 
ment. Although the land was ceded to the 
United States for the settlement of friendly 
Indians and freedmen, and the Indians 
claimed it could not be used for any other 


monopoly of the strip and had the 
help of the Cherokees and tne Go 
ernment in keeping settlers out. The 
conditions, however, which have kept 
the cattlemen in possession and caused the 
Indians to reject all offers for the land are 
changing. President Harrison has termi- 
nated the leases and ordered the cattlemen 
out. The big chiefs and squaw men” can 
no longer expect boodle from the cattle syn- 
dicates, and as they had ho use for the land 
except to lease it they can have no reason 
now to oppose a transfer to the United States. 
At any rate Congress should not dally with

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THE VESUVIUS DYNAMITE GUNS. 
The long expected official and final test of 
the dynamite guns’ of the Vesuvius took 
place last Thursday in the Delaware River, 
and hes given complete satisfaction to the 
advocates of high explosives. The first pro- 
jectiles thrown were wooden plugs, but after 
the guns had become sufficiently warm steel 
shelis conta:ming 200 pounds each of gun cot- 
ton were fired, one from each of the three 
pneumatic guns, and with different time 
fuses. One was timed to explode five and 3 
half seconds after the shell struck tne water, 
another one and oue-half seconds, and the 
third at the moment of impact with; the. 
water. The pressure was 709 pounds, and 
under this pressure all three of the shells 
went a third of a mile beyond the mile tar- 
get. The time fuses worked perfectly. 
The report says the one and a haif second 
fuse shell exploded with telling effect, send- 
ing a huge column of water 300 feet into the 
air, while the shock of the shell which ex- 
ploded when it touched the water was felt 
miles away at Chester. The results of the 
test, it 18 stated, have given great satisfac- 
tion to military men and experts. The New

Her 
"complement of men has already been as- 
signed by the Navy Department, and will 
consist of fifty-six, twenty-two in the engi- 
neer's department and thirty-four on deck, 
besides four machinists. When she is fairly 
afloat the United States will have at least 
one terror on the seus. A vessel thet can 
hurl nearly @ quarter of a ton of dynamite 
for a mule is going to be respected by every 
nation, at least until every other nation is 
equipped with similur terrors, by which time 
war may become so deadly that the nations 
will try to find some way of getting along 
without it. Dynamite at least is the coming 
explosive and the pneumatic gun the com- 
ing weapon. The interest which Great Brit- 
ain takes in it ig shown by the fact that two 
American inventions for throwing dynamite 
ere to be tested at once—the Graydon gun, 
which has the same caliber as the Zalinskti, 
but which it is claimed will throw 600 pounds 
of dynamite a greater distance than any 
other, and the Zatinski gun, which will be 
tested at Shoeburyness immediately after the 
Graydon. France, Germany, and the other 
Powers are also watching experiments with 
the greatest interest, but the Yankees will 
de the first to have a genuine dynamiter 
afloat, throwing aerial torpedoes with a force 
which no ship armor yet constructed can 
withstand.

Naval Officers to Attend the Launching of 
the New Cruiser New York. 

New Lon, March 17.—[Special.]|—A party 
of naval officers will leave this city tomorrow 
to attend the iaunch at Phiiadelpbia Wednes- 
day of the United States cruiser New York. 
The launch will be frum Cramp’s shipyard. 
The new war ship is similar in many ways to 
the new Baltimore and the Philadelphia, 
which have been put overboard. The New 
York is what is called a protected cruiser. 
She has a displacement of 4,083 tons, is 310 
feet long, and has a beam spread. of 49 feet. 
Her guaranteed horse power is 8,500. For 
every extra horse power developed the build- 
ers will receive a premiunrof $100. The ves- 
sel cost $1,248, 000.

PROGRAM OF THE NEW MINISTRY, 


M. De Freycinet and His Colleagues Out- 
line Their Policy. 

Parts, March 17.—The new Ministry has 
announced the program which it intends to 
pursue. .The policy will be one of active 
work aud political conciliation. Special at- 
tentiém will be devoted to the amelioration 
of the condition of the laboring ciasses. In 
this connection a bill will be brought forward 
empowering pawnbreking establishments to 
make small advances on easier terms than 
at present, and anotiier bill providing for the 
better organization of public funds devoted to 
charitable purposes in the country districts. 
The endeavor will be made to enforce the 
school laws in such a manner as not to 
wound the religions sentiments of the people. 

The budget submitted by M. Rouvier will 
be adhered to in its entirety, and no steps 
will de taken to impair the country's perfect 
liberty of action when the present commer- 
cial treaty with Turkey shall expire in 1892. 
In enforcing the last military law pains will 


be taken to obviate the interruption of pro- 


fessional and scientific studies or the pursuit 
of ecclesiastical careers. Certain students 
will be permitted to begin their military 
service at the age of 18. 


RIOTOUS STRIKERS AT LIVERPOOL, 


The Military Called on to Preserve the 
Peace—the Miners’ Strike. 

LiveRPoo., March 17.—The striking dock- 
men engaged in a riotous demonstrauon here 
today. Thirty thousand of them marched 
through the streets, and the route of the 
procession was the scene of constant dis- 
order. The magistracy has invoked the aid 
of the militarv to preserve the peace. 

Lonpon, March 19.—Ten thousand miners 
in North Wales have joined the strike. The 
strikersnow number over 100,000. 

Several mills in Lancashire have been com- 
pelled to stop work on accountof the scarcity 
of coal, arising from the strikeof the miners, 
and others are running on short time for the 
same reason. The attitude of the miners 
varies according to the manner in which 
their demands are met by the masters. 

Most of the miners. who went on strike in 
Nottingham have resumed work, the masters 
having conceded an advance of 5 per cent in 
their wages. 

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. . 
Emperor William’s International Labor 
Conference ~—Cable Notes. 

BERLIN, March 17.—Priace Bismarck gave 
a dinner yesterday to the British delegates 
to the International Labor Conference. 

Emperor William wrote a letter to the 
Pope informing him that Bishop Kopp of 
Breslau had been appointed one of the Ger- 
man delegates to the Labor Conference and 
declaring that he relied upon the support of 
the Catholic clergy in. settling the social 
question. The Pope in reply to the letter 
thanked his Majesty tor the appointment, of 
Bishop Kopp and indicated that himself and 
the church had always been interested in 
the question, which, he said, would be best 
solved by the application of the Christian 
principles of Sunday rest and religious edu- 
cation. 

The conference today appointed three com- 
mitvees. The firstison work in the mines 
and is presided over by Herr Hanchecorne, 
head of the Berlin Mining Academy. The 
second is on Sunday labor, and has for its 
President Bishop Kopp and for its Vice 
President the Danish delegate, Tietgen. The 
third committee ison the labor of women 
and children, and is presided over by Jules 
Simon, *with the ungarian delegate, 
Schnierer, as Vice-President. The Emperor 
will receive the delegates at 5 o’clock tomor- 
row afternoon, and after the reception he 
will give a banquet in their honor in the pict- 
ure gallery of the Schloss.

Charges Against the French Army: 
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MUSIC AND DRAMA.. 


To any one acquainted with Mark Twain's 
story of “The Prince and the Pauper" it must 
have been apparent by last night’s performance 
at Hooley's that feminine charm has been great- | 
ly instrumental in making it @ Gramatic success 
—the charm of Mrs. Abby Sage Richardson, who 
put it in dramatic form. and that of Elsie Leslie, 
who plaged the dual role in the representation. 
Mark Twain’ had the imagination to give the 
story shape; but it is Mrs. Richardson and little 
Bisie Leslie who have endowed it with the deli- 
cacy of sentiment which makes it so attractive- 

The entertainment is, indeed, an ideal one, 
carrying the mind back to feudal ages, and fiat- 
tering it with the poetry of a civilization directly 
opposed to ourown. One wishes to repeat that 
the credit for this achievemént should be divided 
equally between Mrs. Richardson and the little 
child actress who has already won ber way into 
so many hearts. 

The only thing that detracts from one’s pleag- 
ure in witnessing the play is the idea that Elste 
Leslie must be overworked im representing the 
double part of the poor boy and the Prince. She 
is particularly charming as the Prince. She 
shows an intuitive knowledge of caste, which 
is seldom found in actresses of great ex- 
perience. She wins her audience by her 
high-bred gentieness even as she conquers the 
affections of her rude champion, Miles Hendon. 
And the audience was thoroughly in sympathy 
with her; it responded with great heart throbs 
to every emotion, and it experienced in im- 
agination what it had sever known in fact 
—the sentiment of loyalty to a throne. 

‘The Prince and the Pauper” is & poetical play 
(far superior to the story that Mark Twain con- 
ceived), rendered in the purest spirit of poetry. 
It may be equally approached by grown people 
who are tired of conventional dramas and chil- 
dren who have never witnessed a play of any 
kind. 

Next to Miss Leslie, who oarries the burden of 
the performance, credit is due to Mr. Arthur El- 
liott, who takes the part of Miles Hendon, the 
rough but warm-hearted knight. It is a charac- 
ter which invites as romantic treatment as 
does Don Cesar. Mr. Elliott's render- 
ing of it was satisfactory, and  prom- 
ises in time to become distinguished. 
Few of the other parts were prominent, but all 
were adequately rendered. Little Miss Leslie 
was indeed the star, and she justified by her 
simple, yet exquisite, acting all the reports that 
had preceded her. To her and to the lady who 
so beautifully adapted the story both Mark 
Twain and Chicago sudiences are greatly in- 
debted.

The odds are 
heavy and Mrs. M. A. Avery does not ex- 
pect to overcome them, ‘but before she 
leaves the famous Taylor Orphan Asy- 
lum April 4 she intends to stand 
upon the front stoop and hurl expressions 
of scorn, loathing, and defiance at the so- 
ciety ladies who make up the business end of 
the Board of Trustees. In the meantime she 
is causing an amount of visitng among the 
ladies of Racine that is scarcely consistent 
with a good Episcopalian conception of 
Lenten austerity, and it is said that the be- 
nignant features of Mrs. Emerline A. Taylor 
in oil on the walls of the asylum pariors— 
have assumed a reproachtul cast in tne last 
month, 

Mrs. Taylor was the kind woman who gave 
$150,000 to buila the asylum. Isaac Taylor, 
her husband, was in his boyhood a pauper 
orphan; he lived in a workhouse and was 
regularly bound out in the fine old English 
fashion of those days, ana it was the mem- 
ory of his tales of the pains he suffered in his 
boyhood that warmed Mrs. Taylor’s heart to 
the orphan boys and girls of Racine County. 
The asylum was opened with much pomp in 
1868, and Senator Matt Carpenter delivered 
the oration, which closed with the somewhat 


familiar lines: 
We may make our lives sublime;. 
And, departing. leave behind us 
Foot-prints on the sands of time. 

Mrs. Avery is leaving footprints behind

“He whipped the children, boys and girls, 
constantly,’’ she says. But as she was not 
connected with the institution at that time 
she doesn’t know for sure. 

Counts 11 to 23 inclusive, are similar in 
their nature. 

Counts A and 25 are that he licked two 
boys with a trunk strap for tipping over a 
churn when they had been prevjously pun- 
ished by the matron. 

Count 26is as follows: “He is a nasty, 
spiteful man, and he is running forever with 
stories to the directors, and 1 am a widow 
woman, and—ah—ah——’’ (Sobs.)

Mr. Tucker gallantly replied that Mrs. 
Avery mustn’t be believed. He admits that 
he used corporal punishment, but he said he 
did so under the advice of the directors be- 
cause he deems a woman an unfit person to 
wallop a child in that thoroughly symmetri- 
cal, nicely-rouuded, nothing-to-be-desired 
manner that produces the best results. 

“I never whipped a child hard in my life,” 
he says.

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| CUTTING THE CUT RATES. 


WESTERN ROADS PAYING COMMIS- 


SIONS TO SCALPERS AND OTHERS. 


The Unien Pacitic, by Net Selling Contin. 
nous Train Tickets, Also Permite the 
Manipulation of Passenger Tariffs to 
Colorado Points—Prospect of an Open 
Redaction to $5, Ohiecago to Kansas 
City—East- Boun ad: Shipments. 

The recent heavy reductions in passenger 
rates to the Missouri River and Colorado 
points do not prevent some of tne roads from 
secretly cutting sull deeper. The indicauons 
are that further redactions will openly be 
made in a few days. The fare from the Mis- 
souri River to Denver, Colorado Springs, and 
Pueblo by all lines is now $10. The under- 
Standing is that continuous-train tickets only 
should be sold at that rate, so as to prevent 
scalpers from manipulating the rates between 
Denver and Pueblo. But it was learned yes- 
terday that the Union Pacific is not comply- 
ing with that rule and allows a two-days 
limit between Denver and Pueblo. This 
enables scalpers to sell tickets from tue Mis- 
sour: River to Denver over the Union Pacific 
at 8, makmg up the omer d by seliing the 
coupons from Denver to Pueblo separately. 
As a result, the bulk of the Denver business 
goes by the Union Pacific. Another road is 
charged with paying a commission of 84. 50 on 
Denver tickets. allowing scalpers to make a 
a cut of from $2 to/§3 between Chicago and 
Colorado points. Some lines are paying a 
commission ot $38 between Chicago and the 
Missouri River, thereby reducing the first- 
class rate to $5, the same as now charged for 
second-ciass tickets. In order to checkmate 
this underhanded work itis the intention of 
some of the roads to reduce the rate to the 
Missouri River to 88, first-class, and to Col 
orado points to $13, which would make a 
first-class fare of $8 from the Missouri River 
to Denver, Colorado Springs, and Pueblo. 

A dispatch from Kansas City states that 
the payment of commissions continues an 
important feature of the passenger rate war 
at that point, and that the commissions do 
not all go to regular scalpers, either. Within 
the last few days a big curbsione business 
has grown up at Kansas City, and parties 
who are not able to rent offices bere set up 
establishments on the sidewaik. By ques- 
tioning travelers they manage to tind out 
where they are Roig, « and if to Coiprado, 
Chicago, or St. Louis the agents show 
them into aticket-office und are appropriately 
recompensed. The opinion prevails that the 
only remedy is in reducing the rate between 
Chicago and the Missouri 
tween the Missouri River and Colorado points 
to $5, and these rates it is believed will be 
made before the close of the pregent war. 


EZAST-BOUND FREAGHT SHIPMENTS, 


A Slight Decrease from the Week Previous 
—Prospective Lake Competition. 

East-bound freight shipments still continue 
to be quite heavy, and the belief is that there 
will be no material falling off until competi- 
tion by tne lake lines shall have been inaugu- 
rated, which will hardly be betore the middle 
of April. This competition is expected to be 
more active than ever before. A number of 
new steamboats ana barges have been built 
during the winter and will be put in service. 
The Canadian Pacific will run a large fleet 
between Chicago and Owen Sound, and the 
Lackawanna and Lehigh Valley will be in the 


field with fleets of new steamers between Chi- 


cago and Buffaio. . There will aiso be greater 
competition by the lines betweer Duluth and 
other Lake Sc r poinis and Buffalo. J. 
J. Hill's Nor u Une refuses to join any 
combination 3 uniform rates. He 
is determined to wage War upon the Lake 
Michigan lines. All this will have the effect 
of bringing lake rutes down to low figures 
this spring and summer, unless the all- 
rail lines make cuts business during 
the summer will be small. 

The total shipments of all kinds of freight, 
except live stock, from Chicago to through 
and local points in the East by the various 
roads for the week ending last Saturday 
amounted to 90,364 tons, inst 93,696 the 
week previous, a decrease of 3,332.

James Donovan Charges Warren Springer 
with Usury and Wants a Receiver ap- 
pointed—An Ex-Administrator Who Did 
Not Press Himself Is Ordered to Charge 
Himself with $8,000 Cash—Legai Notes 
of Interest—The Record—The Cali. 


Judge Horton referred the applicauon of James 
Donovan for the appointment of a receiver for 
the Taylor Building on Monroe street to Master 
in Chancery George Bass. 

The property, which humbers among its ten- 
ants R. R. Donnelley & Sons, is owned by Warren 
Springer, free from the claims of Donovan, 
Springer insists. Donovan’s demand for a re 
ceiver is based on the charge that Springer is al- 
lowing incumbrances to accumulate on the 
property while he has a contract to-sell to Dono- 
van. Springer began negotiations with Dono- 
van in October to buy the building. He discov- 
ered that Lawyer J. B. Skinner had the greater 
interest in the property, and a deal was made 
through Donovan whereby Springer paid $159,000 
for the property and gave Donovan an option to 
buy it back any time before June 30 for $173,000.
